Subject. .Eriedrich STEINHARDT, German Jewish Refugee. | 


Friedrich STSINHARDT, German refusee of Jewish 
extraction born in Kronke on July 25, 1890, arrived 
in Shanzhai from Europe in the s.s. “Haruna Maru" on 
December 20, 1938. 

Since September 1939 he has been residing in House 
46, Lane 252 Waysiae Road in far from congenial 
circumstances. 

A former major in the German army during the 
Great War of 1914-18, he still appears to imagine 
that his previous military rank, which gained for 
him in Germany the reputation of a "somebody", snould 
etill be recognized by local refugee circlese 

The stories told by Major STEINHARDT, as he still 
prefers to be known, to anyone who cares to listen 

, *o them, force one to the conclusion that he is no 
\ longer in full poceession of his mental faculties. 
He repeatedly talke of his political activities 
) as a major in the army and as an agent in the 
4 7 Intelligence Service in Germany Guring the Great 
War and relates numerous fantastic stories of his 
ate ss experiences in the Third Reich. He has recently said, 
apropos the fact that he had to leave precent-day 
Germany, that nothing would give him greater pleasure 
than to place his military genius at the disposal 
of the French war machine in the present hostilities 


to be used against the Nazi regime. He speaks good 


French. 


But his stories are never consietent and he gives 
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tue imprecsion that ne is mentolly unbalenced. He 
has been heard to say that as a result of hig 
accivities agninst the Nazis during the last few 
years he spent a lengthy period in a concentration 
camp; then a few minutes later he will talk of his 
close relationship with the local German Consular 
Autrnorities and tne Ostasiatischer Lloyd. 

Eis stories are certainly plausible. There is 
no country he has not visited, no occupation he has 
not followed and no person of note he does not knloWe 
But, as mentioned hisher, nis inconsistency is well 
known and confusion continually manifests itself in 
his utterancese 

He is vain and desires to show he ie still a 
man of some importance and someone to be reckoned 
with. Already he has had trouble with Dr. Marx 
over some financial matters and since Dr. Marx, the 


Secretary of the Committee For The Assistance of 
European Jews Refugees, carries a certain amount of 
weight in some local circles, STEINHARDT, a one time 
ranking officer of the Imperial German Army, naturally 
resents cavalier treatment from a man who is a “nobody” 
in his soeee STE’NHARDT has written a few articles 
wnich have appeared in the Jewish press here, in which 


he hase made personal attacks on Dr. Marx. 


On tne whole, the subject can be summed up as 


one of those unfortunate emigrants who, being lost, 


ries he:e, there and everywhere to find Something that 
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will keep his head above water. It is more than 
possible that he is serving Japanese interests in 


the Hongkew area although only in a very subordinate 


and unimportant capacity.
